Kentucky, was drilled on the 
Cecil Ison farm at Stevens 
at the mouth of Ison Creek 
on Little Fork. Monitor drill¬ 
ed the test On a farm-out 
agreement with Ashland Oil, 
which originally owned the 
leasq, and Pennsoil and Sun 
Oil. During the drilling, Moni¬ 
tor picked up several thou¬ 
sand acres of le@6es in the 
area.

Optimism is the word that the doctors of 
little Rhonda McKenzie have communicated 
to her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ronald M«- 
Kenzie. Rhonda celebrated her first birth¬ 
day on July 29. She was born with severe 
deformities, especially on her face. At one 
time, it was very doubtful that she would 
ever have r. nonnal body, but now her doc¬ 
tors are convinced that she will live a nor¬ 
mal life. 

A minimum of six operations will be re¬ 
quired in order to correct all the deformi¬ 
ties. She has undergone her first operation 
with great success. The second operation is 
scheduled for December 1 of this year. 
Rhonda is the youngest person in medical 
history to undergo such surgery. Thirteen- 
year-o!d Debbie Fox of Chattanooga, Ten¬ 
nessee, was the first. 

The team of specialists at John Hopkins 
Hospital in Baltimore, Md. and the hospital 
recognized the impossibility of the McKen¬ 
zies paying the enormous costs of such an 
operation and have charged only what their 
medical insurance would pay. The chief 
plastic surgeon. Dr. Milton T. Edgerton, is 
now located at Charlottesville, Va„ and will 
direct and perform the second operation 
there. 

An executive committee and an advisory 
board have been formed to create a Rhonda 
McKenzie Fund. The objective of the fund 
is to raise sufficient funds to pay all the 
travel expenses, lodging, meals, salary, etc. 
of Ronald and Bonnie McKenzie while they 
are with Rhonda for each operation. In this 
way, our community can work hand in hand 
with the doctors and hospitals in an effort 
to relieve this young family of a heavy 
financial burden. It is felt that Mr. and Mrs. 
McKenzie’s place is with Rhonda and with¬ 
out any financial pressures. 

The executive committee has met with the 
McKenzies to obtain permission to undertake 
such a project and to obtain the necessary 
information. The advisory board will be 
meeting soon to discuss and approve the 
plans and budget of the Rhonda McKenzie 
Fund.
